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HE late King Fames, or tather the French 
King Lews having gor. into their hands

| don-Derry, and Inskallang excepred, aud 
by that means ſtopt all Opportunities of Correſpon- 
' defee, by the former Methods, we have no Advices 
” thence, bur what cither come by way of Scor/and, ar 
* ee by Perſons who make their eſcape by Sea hither, 
+ as frequently ſome do even in Gebbards, viz. an o- 
Veſſel not unlike our Lighters on the Thames. 
- _ Diversof which have arrived near Cheſter, Liver- 
pool, and in the Welt of Storland, one of which lare- 
ly arrived with 8o Pafſengers, who came from Lon- 
dm-Derry, and ſay that Garriton had made offers of 
+ Surrendring to the lare King, -on Contlitions to car- 
- ry off ther Baggage, and have their Lives, which 
was at firlt accepred of ; bur Monſieur D' Aveaux. 
- who preſides in all Councils, would not conſent, al-;

Our laſt Advices thence fay, they are Beſfieged'by 
a great Army, bur have 7000 Fighting Men in Gar- 
rilon, Arms, Amunition, and Provitons for rwo 
Months, and doubr nor of holding it, having in three 
*«llies Klled many of the Ir;ſb and French, and a- 
mongtt .the latter a General Officer, and ir is be- 
leved C're this, chart Major-General Kirk, Sir Fohn 
Tre:awney, and Sir Fobn Hanmore, with their Regr-: 
ments, and the Regin.cnt, late Col. Edgworth's, now. 
. the Earl of Meath's, are got fafe into Derry. | 
' On Monday arrived at Cheſter Col. St. George, to 
' Command the Regiment late Col. Richards, ( a Ser- 
- jent of which for deferting did ſuffer Death the 7th 
Initant at Cheſter ) and alſo Collonel Stewart ro Com- 
; mand the Regiment, late Col. Cunningham's now at 
+ 4 'rerpool, and the fame day went poit for London, 
vx Collone)s that formerly Commanded them. 
| The Gartifon of Londo-Derry having ( for what 
Cauſe not yet known) a Jealoufic that Col. Lundee 
+ \i\ir Governour was guilry of ſome Deſigns upon 
'*m, they confined him, and chole - another as 
101 have heard ; but their Rage continuing, and 
caring every day to be hang'd, he found means to 
make his eſcape in a ſmall Veſſel, which putting in 
it Grenoch in the Weſt of Scotland, and being there 
*nown, and the Circumſtances he was under, the 
Scots lecured. him, and ſent him Prifoncr ro Dum- 
*71tton Caitle, whence. on the ſecond Inſtant he was 
"rought to Edinburgh, and will there be Examined, 
Puniſhed, or Acquirred. 
The brave Lord Kingſton, Col. Buchan, and di- 
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vers Perſons of Quality are arrived from the 
North of Ireland tro Edinburg/:, and-thence gone for 
England, to wait on the King : Some of theſe Gentle- 
men fay, that the preſent State of the Proteitants is 
tcarce conceiveable, being ſurrounded with all forrs 
of Miſeries, and labouring under, all the Necetlities 
of Humane Lite, and rhe caily fears of. th by 
Barbarous hands, having. no vifible deliverance un- 
der God, bur from England : Thele worthy Perſons 
kept rogether, and in divers Skirmilhes killed many 
of the Iriſ9, and detcnded their Families, Neighbours, 
and Friends, until Powder, Ball, and Provigons 
failed, and the Enemy fo tar adyanced, thaxg they 
could nor retreat ſo tar as Derry, bur Embarqued 
for Scotland, tirlit killing all their tine, Horles, 
to prevent them falling intro the Papiſts hands, 
Who give our, That . when they have received their 
further Succours from France, and reduced to Obe- 
dience, the Heretical Rebels in Lond:n- Derry, and 
in Imslulins, they are rg march turther North; 
ward, and Embarque for Scoe/and : Pur by the U- 
nanimous Zeal of rhe Convention and People of thar 
Ancient Kingdom, their Expectation and Depen= 
dance harh 'deceived them, moſt of the Chiets of 
Clarns or Tribes have freely. offered their Service tor 
the King and Efiares, and the reit Cited to-give the 
Bond of Peace tor themielves and Vaſfals: Nay, the 
Viſcount of Dundee who hath wita abour 200 Herie 
rode the length of Murray in the. North,. and amongtt 
the Duke of Gorden's, and other of the Highland 
Clanns cannot get any to obey I8s Commands, of 
by Pertwation engage any Gentleman ro joyn with 
him, no not the Papitt Highlanders ; and tfuch have 
been the Zeal and di:patch of the Convention, that 
all the Militia both Officers and Souldicrs are ſerled, 
and all good Proreitants: And above all this, the Lord 
Neile Campbell, Sir Hugh C ampbell of Caddetl, and all 
the Nobility, Lords, and Lairds, whote Terriories 
are in any Danger from an I1:/ French Invaſion, have 
applicd ro the Convention with Orfers of raifing and 
heading many Regiments withour Charge ro the 
Publick, which is accepred, and Powers given them 
ſo ro do, and all the Militta put into Prute!tants 
Hands : So thar it's believed 2n Army cf 2co09 
Horlte and Foot will fooner be in the North of Fre- 
land from Scotland, than Scot/1nd invadea by the 
French and Iriſh Army, whoſe very Namcs are be- 
come more od;ous then fearec by the Br2trſh. 

The French Fleer having in M-rch lait Tranſport- 
cd the Jare King into :e/mnd, returned back t5 
Breſt, where they have lain ever fince, and being 
increaſed unto near Forry Sail of all forts. 

On Friday Morning, Apri! the 26th fer Sail a- 
gain for Ireland, having on Board many Land-men, 
a great Sum of Money, Arms, and Ammunition, 
ſteering for K/»9{ole, and were mer on Monday the 
29th at eight ar Night, ſeven Leagues Weſtward 
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of the Cape of he!and near the Shore,the Wind ar Eaſt, 
by Mr. Andrew Hopkins Commander of the Adven- 
ture of __ Byddiford, homewards bound from Mary- 
Land with Tobacco, who lays they were in all 37 
Sail, whereof 25 Capital Ships, 8 Fire-Ships, the 
rett Tenders, and Fly-Boats wich Souldiers, one of 
them; made Sail afrer Hopkins, who braced ro his 
Sails, 'and ftaid for him, bur the French Admiral 
fireing 8 Gun the Frigart left the periuite, and bore 
up ro the Fleet, who made bur a jlack Sail, moſt of 
them having their Top-Sauls on the Cap, and all in 
a Line in a fighting poiture, and believes they were 
defighed for the North of Ireland. *

carte aſhore at Portſmouth, whence he immediately 
wok'Poſt for the Court, to give his Majeſty an ac- 
count of the Engagement that enſued on Wedneſday 
May the firſt, as Follows; the Engliſh Admiral 
finding them on Tueſday Night got all 'into the 
Bay of Bantrey, lay by all Night, and next Morn- 
ing by break of Day ftood in upon them, and with 
8'or 9 Sail made a deſperare Fight againſt 28 Sail of 
the French, and _ Fire-Shi - PS, _ all = _ 
vantages imaginable, rhe Engmy having t ind, 
and the Engliſh not able to make uſe of their lower 
Tyre of Guns, yer nevertheleſs maintain'd the Fight 
for mary hours, and art five at Night ſtood off to Sea, 
the Frenehb at the _ rime n—_ from _ 
which if's they have received great loſs of 
Men, out pr Lanenpe oy and had not then 
Landed either Men, Money, Arms, or Ammunirion; 
which rwo reaſons may be given for ; rhe one, thar 
they purſued not the Advantage they had by Num- 
bers and Wind ; or elſe anoctin to their conſtant 
ice by Land and Sea, not to hazard Men or 
ips withour inevitable Neceffity ; their work then 
being ro Land Succours, not fight. 

Letters of the third Inſtant from our Fleer ſay, 
the French were in the Bay, ſo near the Shore, thar 
they could not ger to Windward of them,that five of 
their Capital Ships were at one time upon the Eliza- 
beth, Admiral Herbert's Ship,and the Pendenns,Capr. 
Clondſly ShovePs Ship, but cleared rhemſelves brave- 
ly ; the Admiral is much damaged in his Sails and 
Rigging, and loſt 20 or 30 Men, the Pendenns not 


ſo many, Captain 4ſhby inthe Edgar 60 or 70, Cap: 
tain Ay/mer in the Portland is killed, and 14 © 1 5 of 
his Men. _—<TB 

They have ſunk rwo6of che French Capital Y'1iPS 404 
killed many of their Men,chat tive of the E nzliſh Stu;'3 
chiefly bore for hours hot Engagcinent, the reit vg;

Lettets from Exon of the 8th Inſtant ſay, Admi- 
ral Herbert is come into Phmouth, and that they 
have funk the French Admiral, and on: more, an4 
thar the Engliſh are refirting their Sails, and Rig- 
ging, in which they ſuffered che moſt Damage. 

Letrers-from Cheſter of the 8th Inſtant tay, tþ. 
Advice-Boart with an Expreſs from the King to L»- 
den-Derry that went off trom Liverpoo! the 3oth pat, 
is come back, and gives account that the Ir: Cot 
was full of Souldiers, but however with ſome difi- 
culry, by help of a Man of War ſent inthe Expret; 
which when received by direction, they were to give 
three Huzzaes, which they did, and made great re- 
joycing for it, drinking their Majeſtics Healths ir 
Spring Water ; and ir's taid have aflured rhe King by 
Expreſs back, rhey will hold our to the laſt, and 
want neirher Ammunition nor Proviſions, and in 
three lare Sallies on the Beliegers, have killed 40s, 
and retreated each rime with little loſs. 

And this Week is come ro Town one Mr. M4 x 
moſt worthy, Grave, and Reverend Divinc, who is 
Minitter of Imiki ing in Ireland, who having Pros 
claimed King Wiliam and Queen Mary, aud pub- 
lickly Prayed for them, enraged the Papilts to that 
height, that the Lord Galmsy at the head of ſome 
thouſands of Ir;ſb were drawing towards the place, 
threatning to hang up the ſaid Miniſter higher than 
Haman was, and to pur the reſt ro the Sword. But 
they fear him nor, having 2000 Men well Armed 
in the place, and Ammunition and Proviſions for 
ſome Months, yer ſuch was their reſpect and ten- 
derneſs ro this worthy Divine, that they eyen ſor- 
ced him to withdraw, leaſt Time and Accidents 
might force rhem ro Surrender inro the hands of tho'e 
who would have no Mercy on him ; ſo he eſcaped 
ro Londox-Derry, and there got ten Barrels of Po:x- 
der to be ſent ro Innskilling. 

Since the arrival of Captain Ay/mer ( Brother 5 
the late Captain Aylmer that was kill'd in the Fight ) 
who broughtthe Account to the King of che Engage- 
ment, divers Letters are come, which confirm the 
former Relations, and ſome wirh this Addirion, That 
the next day after the Fighr they rook rwo ſmall 
French Vefſels, who were making homewards with 
Advice of the Action : The Priſoners do declare,that 
their Admiral was killed, and rwo of their Capiral 
Ships ſunk, 12 diſabled; and a great number of their 
Men killed and wounded, and that they all highly 
applaud rhe Courage of the Eng/:ſh Sea-men, and 
bravery of their Commanders. Admiral Herbert is 
certainly come into Plymouth, much diſabled, and 
the other diſabled Ships into Poreſmourh, where al 
handsare pur to refit them, to joyn the Dutch F'eer, 
which are paſſed Weſtward, confiſting of 28 Sail of 
Capital Ships, 10 Fire-ſhips, and ſome Tenders. 
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
